dent of the board of education any 
child -<> situated, and it sitali be the 
duty of the latter offU ial to 
furnish 
such relief as may 
be necessary to 
enable the child to attend school. The 
money for this purpose is to In* paid 
out of the conting< nt funds of 
the 
school disitrk t. 
Refusal on tin* part 
«d‘ the parents or guardian of the child 
to accept such aid may result in the 
child being taken into custody by the 
authorifes and committed to a chil­ 
dren's home* 
or a juvenile reforma­ 
tory.
